or Bachelor Chris Soules, 
any morning-after 
glow derived from his 
fantasy-suite dates was 
fleeting. “I was so stressed 
out,” admits the earnest 
Arlington, Iowa, corn farmer. 
Faced with two near-perfect 
finalists — sweet, reserved virgin 
Becca Tilley and self-assured, 
bubbly Whitney Bischoff — 

Soules struggled to decide which 
woman bed ask to marry him on 
the ABC reality show’s finale, shot 
last November.

you wake up, who do you think of?

Just one problem: Soules dreamed 
of Tilley and Bischoff. “Becca and 
Whitney are women he would have 
never met in Iowa,” says the show 
source. “They appealed to different 
sides of him.” Eager to wed and have 
kids — Soules wants up to six of 
’em — Bischoff is also career-driven. 
“Chris is really attracted to that,” 
says Harrison. Meanwhile, his con- 
nection to Tilley was more visceral.

IBECCA'S DRAWBACKS 

But every rose — yep — has its 
thorn.
